Governor Neff Will Be Urged To Resubmit the 
West Texas A. & M. Bill at Galled Session of 
Legislature-r-Resolutions Adopted Demanding 
Governor Submit the Redistricting Subject. 


(Fort W orth Star-Telegram ) 
Sweetwater, Texas, April 7.—Resolutions demanding that the 
governor back up his submission of the redistricting subject to 
the legislature for redistricting during the called session were of­ 
fered at the banquet here last night of representatives of West 
Texas towns which met to protest the veto of the bill creating 
an A. & ML College for West Texas. 
The sentim ent among the 
early arrivals for the meeting was against the division of the 
state. 
Many delegates instead of a secession movement declared 
th at they favored withholding of their tax paym ents to the state 
governm ent until there is an equitable system of taxation which 
will not bear heaviest upon West Texas and until West Texas 
has an adequate representation in the legislature. 
L E T T E R S APPROVE POSITION 
President Manroe of the Young Men’s Business League of 
Sweetwater, who first voiced the possibility of a separate state 
after Governor Neff vetoed the West Texas A. & M. College bill, 
said yesterday that he has received letters from very portion of 
this section of Texas, endorsing his stand. 
Editor Roberts of the Sw eetwater Reporter has also received 
similar assurances. Telephone messages received yesterday from 
Plainview, Abilene, Colorado, and as far east as Fort W orth are 
that the people an* behind the purposes of the Sw eetw ater m eet­ 
ing. 
RESUBMISSION OF BILL FAVORED. 
Representative R. M- Chitwood of Nolan county said th at he 
believed the governor ought to resubm it the entire W’est Texas 
Agricultural and M echanical College m atter, and give the legis­ 
lature proper time in which to thoroughly consider the m atter. 
Chitwood expressed the opinion that the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of Texas is now in the worst possible location 
and he suggests that, with conditions In the dreadful condition 
th at Governor Neff painted them, that now would be a good time 
to stop any further appropriations for the Bryan institution and 
that it be eventually moved to North Texas. 
Chitwood was on the penitentiary investigating committee

Huntsville, 
where the penitentiary is located and where the Sam Houston 
Normal is. Ohittvood would have the normal moved from H unts­ 
ville because of Its proximity to the penitentiary.

yesterday in an address which she 
made before the C ity 
Federation! 
discussing the proposed rem oval of 
the train in g school from Gainesville 
and the establishm ent of the wom an's 
reform atory a t its present quarters 
“The hope of Texas lies in the women 
who have ideals,” Dr. Sm ith declared. 
“They will not be content w ith public 
institutions th a t m erely ‘g et by’ with 
out providing fo r all classes. It is to 
them th a t we look fojr help in secur­ 
ing a reform school fo r adult women.” 
P rio r to Dr. Sm ith’s talk in the reg 
ular m onthly business m eeting 
of 
the federation w as held. R eports were 
made by the chairm an of comm it­ 
tees. 
The cotton 
cam paign was in­ 
dorsed by the federation. Mrs. J. G. 
H ilb?rt, president of the Housewives' 
C ham ber of Commerce, w as present, 
and expressed her appreciation of the 
indorsem ent. 
Mrs. V irginia K. John­ 
son made a sh o rt talk in behalf of the 
m others’ mem orial 
to

built 
at 
Southern M ethodist U niversity. Mrs. 
C lara V. W heat told briefly of the 
com ing a rt exhibit and an appeal was 
made by the A rts Club fo r m em ber­ 
ship on the last day of the drive. 
The Texas Federation Precinct Y ear 
Book, compiled by Mrs. W . C. M artin, 
was distributed. 
W omen C rim inals 
In opening h er talk on the need for 
a w om an’s reform atory in Texas, Dr. 
Sm ith subm itted to the audience over 
200 clippings from daily papers of 
Texas show ing th a t in the last six 
m onths 200 and more women in the 
S tate w ere found guilty of having 
com m itted crim es such as m urder, a t­ 
tem pt to m urder, infant m urder, th eft 
and felony. “The terrible p a rt o f it 
all is th a t we have no place to send 
these women. They can not be placed 
in the t ’•airing school a fte r they be­ 
come eighteen years of age. There 
should and m ust he a w om an’s re­ 
form atory to which these women can 
b« sent far the necessary length of 
tim e, and w here they can be ta u g h t to I 
become useful citizens. 
A t present 
m any of these women are released on 
suspended sentence, chiefly fo r 
rea­ 
son th a t there is no place to p u t them 
Persons on suspended sentence are not 
reform ing. 
The lectures given them 
in the courtroom do little or no good. 
Reform ation is a slow, painstaking 
and scientific process, and can not 
be accomplished 
unless 
tried under 
favorable circum stances. If T exas wo­ 
men intend to m eet th eir responsibil­ 
ity to the children of the S tate, some­ 
thing m ust be done fo r the delinquent 
ad u lt” 
The concrete plan fo r 
alleviation 
of the distressing situation was out­ 
lined by Dr. Sm ith as follows: “The 
training school G ainesville is located 
on a 160-acre tra c t of land, eig h t miles 
from the Oklahoma herder and badly 
situated to serve the S tate as a school 
for children und*r eighteen, as they 
are alw ays tem pted to escape from 
the school and go across the border.

This consists of binding th eir 
hind legs w ith rope or chain and then 
hauling them up w ith a w indlass so 
that th eir head and foreparts suspend 
downward. 
W hile dangling in this 
position the th ro ats of the beasts are 
cut, the Society asserts. 
It is argued th a t 
such 
practices 
cause the anim als to suffer and th at 
the only hum ane and proper w ay to 
slaughter them is by first stunning 
with a sledge hamm ed blow between 
the eyes, causing instantaneous in- 
sensibility.

W hen it is considered 
th at a1! of the counties in which there 
are cities of any size ere am ong the 
154 paying an excels, it will be peen 
th at the counties in E ast Texas which 
nay a iust share of the taxes are few 
and far between. Incidentally, Brazos 
-m inty, where the Texas A gricultural 
and Mechanical O liege is located, is 
one of the tax-dodging counties. 
Jjet it be clearly understood that 
even if taxes v ere canalized, so th at 
each county paid a ju st mroportion of 
the total revenue raised by th e State, 
’t would still be true th a t W est Texas 
re re h e s very little back fo r w hat it 
nays in taxes. 
W hat the situation 
discloses is th a t in spite of the fact 
th a t it is the people of E ast Texas 
who receive the greatest am ount of 
Senerit from the S tate institutions 
and the expending of S tate revenue, 
the people of th a t section do not pay 
a ju st portion of the revenue of the 
State. 
N ot only do they escape paying a 
just share of the general revenue 
but they do not pay a iust share of 
the ta n * th a t 
go 
into 
the 
state 
school fund. In m any cases they re­ 
ceive a g reater share r f the school 
revenue than they contribute, which 
means th a t in addition to bearing an 
unjust share of the general revenue, 
the people of W est Texas actually con­ 
tribute to the support of the common 
schools of E ast Texas. 
This situation is entirely independ­ 
ent of the failure o f the S tate gov­ 
ernm ent to give adequate attention to 
the needs of W est T exas and the in­ 
difference 
exhibited 
tow ard 
those 
needs as exemplified by the veto of 
W est Texas A gricultural and M echan­ 
ical College bill by Gov. N eff. Even if 
it were cured by an equalization of 
the taxes, it would still be true th at 
W est Texas gets little fo r the taxes it 
pays. W hen it is added to this policy 
if indifference and neglect, and to 
the fact th at West T exas is w ithout 
adequate representation in the State 
Senate through the failure to redis­ 
trict the S tate in tw enty years, it 
am ounts to an addition of insult to 
injury.

(By Associated Press) 
W ashington, April 7.—Many a m usty oddity of forgotten 
tariff statutes has been turned up by a search of 
the 
capitol 
archives. 
This has disclosed that the first congress assembled 
under the Constitution faced the same problem as will the Sixty- 
Seventh when it meets Monday, April l l —th at of enacting a 
tariff law. 
The first tariff act was passed on July 4, 1789. 
Its 
formal title statem ent of purpose—“for laying a duty on goods, 
wares and merchandise imported into the United States”—canned 
a bluntness which statesm en for the next hundred years wl&re 
to avoid. 
“It is necessary for the support of the governm ent,” this first 
congress said, “for the discharge of debts of the United States 
and for the encouragem ent and protection of m anufacturers that 
a duty be laid upon goods, wares and m erchandise imported.” It 
was just 109 years, the compilation shows, before such a sraight- 
forward statem ent of purpose about “encouraging and protecting 
m anufacturers” would be made again in an import tax statute, 
though the purpose is most evidently behind m ost of the scores 
of following acts. So simple was the first bill th at it required only 
two pages of the committee print against more than IOO for the 
Payne-Aldrich act of 1909. 
Too simple, it probably was, for a 
year later—August IO, 1790—congress passed “An Act m aking 
further provision for the paym ent of debts of the United States.” 
More deftly, the purpose of the next tariff bill as it passed on 
March 2, 1792, was stated to be “for the raising of a farther sum 
of money for the protection of frontiers,” evading any rem arks 
about protection of industries. 
Its duties were increased, and 
one duty imposed was “on coal, per bushel, four and one half 
cents.” 
Two years later the fam ous Tripoli troubles arose and 
congress, on March 26, 1794, passed “An Act to protect the com­ 
merce and seamen of the United States against the Barbary pow­ 
ers.” This act slapped on a general increase of 2 1-2 and IO per 
cent ad valorem duties. The statute stated itself to be tem porary, 
for one year, but the title proved to be too good to be wasted. 
Year by year, after, clear up to 1813, congress reiterated its laud­ 
able purpose, re-enacted its increased schedules, and announced 
it was going after the Barbary pirates with a continuation of the 
tariff for another twelve m onths. 
In 1813, however, the nation went to w ar with G reat Britain, 
and in a hasty and brief paragraph of statute, congress announc­ 
ed “an additional duty of IOO per cent on all perm anent duties” 
to be collected for the duration of hostilities. The tax on im port­ 
ed salt, incidentally, got up to 20 cents a pound. 
This wras about the end of the early tariff era. according to 
the compilation. For the next forty years, m ost of the acts were 
labelled “to reduce duties.” This they painly did. for the salt tax 
was placed at IO cents a bushel. Congress yras fruitful of enact­ 
ments “to release from duty iron prepared for railways,” and the 
like. Presidential proclamations reduced schedules even further. 
One dated February 25, 1858, noted that “vessels and subjects of 
His Holiness the Pope” were no longer to be charged higher cus­ 
toms rates, because reciprocity with the Holy See had been a r­ 
ranged. 
But the tariff came back with the beginning of the Civil War. 
Congress on March 2, 1861, passed “An Act to provide for pay­ 
ment Of outstanding treasury notes.” 
It was composed of 26 
pages of tariff schedules. This length foreshadowed the modern 
era- 
With misplaced optimism, on July 14, 1862, congress as­ 
serted it had passed “An Act increasing, temporarily, the duties 
on imports. The succeeding w*ar enactm ents took the word tem ­ 
porary completely out of the congressional tax-laying vocabulary. 
With the end of the Civil War. acts reducing import duties 
w’ent into effect, but on March 3, 1883. when the modem politi­ 
cal controversy over tariff was well under way, the title was al­ 
most as politely evasive as the version about the Barbary pirates. 
It was called “An Act to reduce internal taxation.” One or two 
m easures designed as reductions intervened, and then congress 
came back, after a century, to speak as straightforw ardly under 
President McKinley, in 1897 as it had under President W ashing­ 
ton. The tariff label-officially wras “An Act to encourage the in­ 
dustries of the United States.” The Payne-Aldrich law, enacted 
some 16 years later, used almost exactly the same words, while 
preliminary drafts of the majority proposals to come before the 
new congress which meets a week hence indicate that the Mc- 
Kinley-W ashington precedent will be respected again.

Austin, Teaxs, April 5.—In a statem ent given out Monday 
regarding the agitation in West Texas over his veto of the West 
Texas A. and M. College bill, Governor Neff makes it plain that 
he is going to submit redistricting to the special session this sum ­ 
mer and said that talk of forming a new state in that section 
“does not In any way change his purpose as governor.’’ 
He also 
declares that talk of forming a newr state is not seriously con­ 
sidered by the sober-thinking citizenship, even in West Texas, j 
“beyond the effervescent oratory of the hour.’’ 
Governor Neff 
reminds that the legislature, recently adjourned failed to enact re­ 
districting legislation and that it was no fault of his. 
The facts 
are that the House passed the Senatorial and Representative re- | 
districting bills, but they died in the Senate committee. Congree- * 
sional redistricting did not go through because the United States 
Senate failed to pass the National House bill fixing the basis of 
congressional apportionment. 
That made redistricting impossi­ 
ble in the states under the new census. 
BUSY SESSION OF LEGISLATURE PROMISED 
The session in June promises to be a busy affair, with the 
program outlined for it, and already predictions are being made 
that it will go two months. 
The governor in today’s statem ent 
adds redistricting to his elaborate law enforcem ent program as 
well as that of econom y and the major appropriation. Then, there 
will be more or less discussion of recent vetoes during the session. 
Governor Neff, being asked today what he thought of the 
resolution proposed by Representative Chitwood and adopted at 
Sweetwater Saturday, said: 
“Representative Chitwood is abso­ 
lutely’ correct in that part of his resolution in which he charges 
that West Texas is not fairly and justly represented and that the 
state should be redistricted, in order that W est Texas can have 
that representation to which she is, according to population, hon­ 
estly entitled. Not only should this be done as a matter of right, 
but it should be done because the Constitution declares that it 
‘shall’ be done, and because the Democratic platform on which 
the present administration was elected to office ‘demanded’ that 
it should be done. 
Mr. Chitwood has a right to complain at the 
legislature of which he was a member for adjourning without 
making good this demand. 
As I have heretofore stated to inter­ 
ested parties. I am going to submit to the special session of the 
legislature the question of redistricting the state, because it is 
right, because the Constitution requires it and because the party 
platform demands it. 
I vetoed the W est Texas A. and M. C ollege, 
bill because the sam e Democratic party said, by a roll call vote, 
that now was not the time to establish this college. 
If the con­ 
vention had adopted, instead of defeating the resolution, would 
not West Texas have demanded that the party platform be ful­ 
filled9 
Party pledges should not be regarded as a scrap of paper.’

“In vetoing the bill I was not only carrying out the party 
platform, but in addition to this good and sufficient reason, I was 
doing for the state, in a business way, what the people are doing 
in their own private business affairs, that is, establishing no new 
business enterprises.

In every p art of the country, Texas 
especially, the production 
of 
fine 
quality table eggs is a v e r y rem unera­ 
tive business. The production of such 
during w inter is doubly profitable. 
The p ast w inter, eggs w ere very high 
In price and difficult to obtain, duo 
to a g re a t extent to th e ir scaricity 
and also because of unusual m arket 
conditions. 
To p ro fit by the demand 
and prices of next w inter, it is neces­ 
sary to prepare now and gradually 
place yourself in a position to be able 
to enjoy the pro fits o i the coming 
year. 
D uring November, Decem ber and 
Jan u ary , eggs sell fo r the highest be­ 
cause th is is the u n n atu ral season fo r 
production, as th e w eather is cold, w et 
and vefy uncom fortable. 
In such sea­ 
sons the skill and care o f the poultry 
ra ise r is shown in the results. 
The 
exercise o f the bird is lim ited in w in­ 
te r as com pared w ith th e unlim ited 
range 
afforded 
in 
the 
spring; 
the supply of green food has entirely 
disappeared; th ere are 
no 
grubs 
w orm s o r insects abundant to supply 
these th in g s if good production is de­ 
sired.

W hen nine or ten weeks old, the su r­ 
plus cockerels 
cold. aa broil­ 
ers. 
Leghorns m ake th e best broilers 
w hen a t th is age, as a fte r this they 
fail to p u t on flesh very fa s t and be­ 
gin to m ature. 
A t nine o r ten weeks 
old th ey should w eigh one to one and 
a h a lf pounds. 
The pullets 
should 
then be given good care and m anage­ 
m ent and brought to m a tu rity as rap ­ 
idly as is consistent w ith norm al body 
grow th and developm ent. The grow th 
should alw ays be uniform and steady 
The birds should not be retard ed or 
I he r e p r o d u c e organa J 
» - 
hastened too much as eith er will ar 
are very sensitive and respond to Rood 
, volnnmpn, arui m ake them un 
treatm en t. 
The activity of the repro­ 
ductive organs depend very much on 
(I ) N ourishm ent; (2) C om fort; (3) 
R eg u larity ; (4) C onstitutional V igor; 
(5) Exercise. 
The absence of any 
one of these will g reatly retard pro­ 
duction. 
Before proceeding fu rth e r, 
a 
few 
facts m ay be very tim ely m entioned, 
w ithout which good resu lts can never 
be obtained, nam ely: 
(1) 
W ell bred birds—birds bred 
fo r production. 
(2) 
B irds which have been hatch­ 
ed early enough to be in condition to 
lay during the w inter. 
(3) 
Properly raised stock. 
(4) 
Stock fed properly—o f good 
grow ing rations. 
(5) 
H ouse suitable and com fort­ 
ably located. 
If you are ju st sta rtin g , the selec­ 
tion of th e breed can b est be left to 
you. 
T he best advice given is to 
choose th e breed you like best, al­ 
though a few suggestions will g reatly 
help. 
The egg breeds are the Medi­ 
terran ean class of fow ls, composed of 
the 
L eghorns, 
M inorcas, 
A nconas, 
Spanish and A ndalusians. 
These are 
the layers of w hite eggs and are very 
prolific, producing the la rg e st num ber 


re st developm ent and m ake them un­ 
reliable w in ter layers. 
F ree range 
w ith plenty of green food and shade 
is ideal fo r very good developm ent. 
They should have access to dry m ash 
all during the grow ing period. 
G rit, 
shell and charcoal should alw ays be 
available and in easy reach of the 
chick. Sour m ilk or butterm ilk is very 
n u tritiv e and healthful, and if possi­ 
ble, should be fed from the tim e the 
chicks leave the incubator. 
It is a 
very fine ag en t in the prevention of 
w hite diarrhea. W ork at S to rrs, Con- 
necticutt, h as clearly dem onstrated 
th is, quoting from th eir B ulletin No. 
88, “T hat the feeding of sour milk to 
chicks which are exposed to o r suf- 
ferrin g w ith w hite d iarrhea infection, 
is beneficial, is indicated in the fo re­ 
going experim ent. 
In every instance, 
the m orality w as low er 
in 
broods 
which received the sour milk than in 
corresponding broods th a t did not. In 
several of the experim ents, the num ­ 
ber of deaths in the pens which were 
not supplied w ith sour m ilk, w as a t 
least double th a t o f pens which re­ 
ceived it, and in one case, the ration 
w as approxim ately (3 to I). It should 
be understood th a t w here sour milk I 
was used it w as given to the chicks •

well to cull, so as to have a flock 
producing eggs all of the sam e color 
and if possible of the sam e shape and 
size. 
A basket of eggs all of the 
sam e color is not only m ore a ttra c ­ 
tive and brings a b etter m arket price, 
but gives you a g re ate r feeling of 
satisfaction. 
It is a well known fact th a t the 
first tw o years are th e m ost produc­ 
tive ones in the num ber of eggs laid. 
The pullet year is the y e a r of g reatest 
production. 
B irds alw ays lay m ost 
during th eir firs t laying period. 
For 
this reason, depend as much as possi­ 
ble on pullets fo r w in ter eggs. 
They 
should, therefore, be 
hatched 
this 
spring, early enough so th a t by w in­ 
ter they are a t least five 
or 
six 
m onths old. which is the age a pullet 
usually is before consistent laying can 
be expected. 
L ate hatches are to be 
avoided, as they produce sm all late 
m aturing birds which lay sm all eggs 
and also a sm all 
num ber of them . 
Then, also, very early hatches are de­ 
sirable, as the hatches are liable to be 
sm all, and the fertility will ru n rath er 
low due to the restricted exercise of 
the birds, and th e lim ited am ount of 
green m aterial, also th e cost of ra is­ 
ing is also much higher, b etter houses 
and m ore attention to the young chick 
is necessary. 
If m any chicks are to be hatched, 
the incubator is by fa r the best m eth­ 
od. 
H atching large num bers by the 
natural method requires th e service 
of very m any hens, w hich m ust be fed 
regularly and whose tim e could be 
more profitably spent in laying eggs.

3 lbs. w heat bran; 3 lbs. w heat shorts 
(o r m iddling); 4 lbs. ground milo or 
k a ffir; 3 lbs. beef scraps; I lh lame 
m eal; 
G rain ration: 5 lbs. k a ffir or 
milo (w hole); 3 lbs. cracked corn. 
These two rations to be hopper-fed 
and before the birds all day. To has­ 
ten developm ent, a w et mash of the 
above m ay be fed once a day or oc- 
cassionally. Feed only w hat th e birds 
will clean .up in a few m inutes. The 
pullets should be fed tile ration u n til! 
m aturity, which is from five to eight | 
m onths, depending on th e breed and 
the care given the chicks. I/eghom s 
usually m ature earlier than the other 
breeds. 
To make good w inter layers, the j 
birds should be brought to m atu rity 
by the first of O ctober or the first 
p art of N ovem ber and should be put 
into w inter q u arters by the middle or 
the la st of Septem ber. T his gives the 
birds a chance to become accustomed 
to th eir new q u arters and they will 
thus begird consistent laying earlier 
Tf during October and Novem ber, you 
have a production of 25 to 30 pier cent 
it will be ra th e r easy to continue this 
or a t least get a reasonable produc­ 
tion during the w et and cold season, 
but if your production is only IO per 
cent, your chances of good w inter or
